Documents Filed to Prove 
Party is Unlawful

TORONTO, Nov. 6.—With the read- 
ing of a mass of evidence, compiled 
over a period of seven years by Ser- 
geant John Leopold, of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, while act- 
ing as secretary of the Regina branch, 
Communist Party of Canada, and 


seized in a series of spectacular raids | 


last August, the crown Thursday built 
up its case against nine alleged Com- 
munist leaders who have been on trial 
since Monday. 

Sergeant Leopold concluded a day 
and a half on 
shortiy before noon Thursday, During 
that time he had told what he alleged 
were the innermost workings of the 
Communist party here and in Moscow 

This afternoon, the crown filed 
document after document, pamphlet, 
to show that the Communist party 
was an unlawful one, and that mem- 
bers who were on trial had acted as 
parties to a seditious conspiracy, From 
the works of Marx, Lenin and Engels, 
they read dozens of extracts, 
investigated the philosophy and the 
teachings of the communist inter- 
national, They went through the pro- 
cess of joining the party step by step

CANADA'S RELIEF BILLY. 


Hon. Gideon Robertson estimates that 
the Dominion expenditure for relief work 
and relief will this year run to $30,000,000. 
That will be $80,000,000 excellently invest- 
ed if in return the country gets thirty mil- 
lion dollars worth of new highways, har- 
bor facilities, public buildings, and other 
permanently useful improvements. 

If we do not have these things to show 
for the money at the end of the year, that 
will be no fault of the world depression, 
the unemployed or the public. The eoun- 
try needed the improvements, the public 
wanted them, the unemployed preferred 
work to doles, and it was the business of 
the Government to see that the money 
went as wages for work, and not a5 sus- 
tenance for men living in idleness. 

To the extent to which the money has 
been put into constructive undertakings, 
the amount expended only means that 
Canada has been making headway in the 
creation of improvements and facilities 
which were required and will be profitable. 
The larger the amount that has been spent 
for such purposes the better off is the 
country and the smaller the sum that need 
be frittered away as direct relief, 


THE DRAMA REAPPEARS 


In Edmonton, as throughout Canada, 
the drama has been conspicuous in recent 
years by its absence, Particular interest 
attaches on that account to the appear- 
ance in the city next week of the English 
Light Opera Company, when two of the 
most popular, tuneful and mirthful of 
English light operas wil! be presented for 
the approva: of Edmonton audiences 

Following this company in a tour of 
the Dominion are to come the companies 
of Sir John Martin Harvey, Lady Chol- 
mondly, and Sir Harry Jackson, in plays 
that have won notable success in the old 
Jands. Should these fore-runners meet 
with a good reception, sixteen prominent 
theatrical promoters are said to be pre- 
pared to bring companies to Canada dur- 
ing the next season. 

The “legitimate” has been enjoying a 
revival in London and throughout Great 
Britain during the last year. The visits of 
these companies to Canada ure by way of 
a test, to find out whether Canadian thea- 
tre-goers, too, would welcome the return 
of the play presented by living actors pre 
sent on the stage. 

It is suggested that should such a wel- 
come be found in Canada, British promo- 
ters are prepared to establish a chain of 
theatres across the Dominion from coast 
to coast. Edmonton would of course be 
included in the chain, and Edmonton 
people would in future have the opportun- 


ity of seeing the best of London shows 
and companies, while encouragement 


would also be given to the local develop- 
ment of the dramatic art. 

Apart from this consideration, the 
company that is coming next week de- 
serves a good reception on its merits and 
because of the high class productions it is 
to offer.

They are put before the taxpayers with 
the unanimous endorsation of commission- 
ers and aldermen after detailed study in 
the light of full knowledge of the finan 
cial position of the city, The expenditure 
involved is thus declared to be well with- 
in the limits of prudence, and the propo- 
sals are recommended by those who are 
responsible for seeing that expenditure is 
kept within those limits 

It is to be supposed this program is 
the minimum, rather than the maximum, 
amount of work that should be done. The 
conditions are not such as to incline either 
commissioners or aldermen to undue liber- 
ality in the matter of outlay, Rather the 
inclination in such times must be to pare 
estimates to the bone, even when that de- 
inands the postponement of improvements 
which are well worth the making and 
which in easier times would be made at 
onee. That explains why the bylaws sub- 
mitted this year total less than half the 
sum involyed in those submitted a year 
ago 

The program has very evidently been 
drawn with a strict—perhaps an over- 
strict—regard for “economy”. It provides 
for a smaller instalment of street and 
other improvements than the city has been 
making in recent years, and smaller than 
would be defensible if the times were more 
nearly normal. The schedule is thus sub- 
mitted to the burgesses as one which could 
not be reduced without doing more harm, 
directly and indirectly, than the tempor- 
ary saving would be worth. There should 
on that account be no doubt whatever of 
the bylaws receiving emphatic approval at 
the polls.
